At that period, in Edinburgh, 
two old friends, a Doctor and a Judge, 
were in the habit of playing chess 
against one another, in which con- 
tests the Davtor usually beat the 
Judge. After this. had gone on for 
some years, the Doctor was tried be- 
fore that particular Judge and a jury 
for uttering language of a seditious 
character, and was found gullty. 
Thereupon the Judge pussed sen- 
tence as follows: “You have been 
found gullty by the jury of uttering 
seditious language und the sentence 
of the Court Js that you be trans- 
porled to Botany Day for 14 ycars, 
And that's checkmate to you, Jamie." 
(auehter), : 
About the year 1817 a man was 
found guilty jn England of murder, 
and, upon the Judge asking him, os 
usual, why sentence should not be 
passed upon him according: to lew, 


mude the following unexpected reply:, 
“My Lord, I challenge my accuser to : 


mortal combat." 

“What's that?,” 

Judge. 
“My Lord, I rely upon my right, 
by the old Anglo-Saxon law, which 
Tam informed hag not been repealed, 
ta prove my Innocence by ordeal of 
battle with my accuser.” 

To cut along story short, the Jearn. 
ed Judge was compelicd on the point 
of law to dischurge the accused, who 
thus escaped the just penalty of his 
crime. Very shortly after, on Act 
of Parliament was passed, repealing 
that ancient Anglo-Saxon law. 

In another caso o man found guilty 
of murder, upon being asked the usual 
question, replicd:—"My Lord, I ama 
member of the Society for the aboli- 
tlon of capital punishment.” | 

A purly ruffian,. who had been 
found guilty of robbery with violence, 
upon being asked the usunl ques- 
don, repiied:—"May God strike me 
dead if I am not. innocent,” There- 
upon tho presiding Judge, "Mr. Jus- 
tice Maule, very deliberately tools 
out the watch from: his pocket and

How To Seal Up The Door 

may be chinks underneath the win- 
dow sills on the inside. There may 
be cracks in the ceiling, The illus- 
tration below shows you the kind of 
places to look for. If possible make 


good. these faults now without wait- 
ing for a war emergency. 


Fill in all cracks and crevices 
with putty or a pulp made of sodden 
newspaper. Paste paper over any 
cracks in the walls or ceiling. Fill 
in the cracks between the floor 
boards ond paste sheets of paper 
over the whole floor. If you have 
Nnoleum or an all-over carpet, it 
should be replaced after the: cracks 
underneath have been filled up, 
Fill in all cracks round the slirting 
boards, or where pipes pass through 
the walls. All trap-doors, skylight 
and hatches in the room should be 
senied, and interlor ventilators stop- 
ped up with rags or pasted over with 
thick paper. 


All ventHators in the outside walls 
of the house, including those below 
the floor level, should be stopped up 
with rags or paper. 


If there is o fire-place, stuff the 
chimney with paper, rags, or sacks. 
Do not, of course, ght a fire in the 
grate afterwards. Sral the front of 
the fire-place with a shect of ply- 
wood and adhesive tape. 


Plug key-holes. Plug waste-pipes, 
or overflow pipes, in any basin or 
sink In your refuge-room If you 
ure doubtful. whether a hole or a 
crack lets in alr, play for safety, 
und seal it up. i“ 

You can stilt! use the room, for 
ordinary ving purposes, provided 
you can do without a fire. If a fire 
is necessary, be ready to put it out 
quickly, and to seal the chimney and

Seat The Windows 


The windows should be sealed so 
thut draughts, or gas, cannot come 
in.

Be ready. to reseal the window 
openings ‘if the glass gets broken. 
For this purpose have some stout 
materials to hang or fasten over 
them. Use a close-waven material, 
or a blind, for instance, if it is large 
enough. Fasten it by nalling it with 
thin strips of wood to the window 
frame all round, and then seal the 
edges with adhesive tape. 


Refugo-Room Doors 


Door to the refuge-room which 
need not be used should be sealed. 
Paper ~should- pe - pasted firmly all: 
round the cracks, especially at the 
foot of the door, and the keyhole 
plugged. 

Door which have to be opened and 
closed should.be scaled ogainst, gas, 
This Js how to do it. 

Nail a plece of wood, padded with 
felt, fo the floor so that the door, 
when closed, presses tightly against 
it, Take care not to nail this piece 
of wood on the wrong side of the 
door so that it cannot be opened. 
Strips of felt may also be nailed 
round the Inside of the door to 
exclude draughts: Fix a blanket 
outside the door if the door opens 
inwards, or inside the door if the 
door opens outwards with strips of 
wood. The top of the blanket 
should be fixed to the top of the 
door frame. One side of the bian- 
ket should be fastened down ‘the 
whole length of the door framo, on 
the side where the hinges are, by 
means of a strip of wood nailed ‘to 
the frame, The other side of the 
blanket should be secured not more 
than two fect down, so that a fig; 
is Ieft free for going in and out. 
Arrange the blanket so that at least 
12 inches trails on the floor to stop 
air from blowing underneath it. See 
illustration. If ‘the blanket is kept 
damp during an otr roid, it will give 
better protectlon.

KeLancsu, the International Set- 
tlement nent Amoy which {s the 
scene of the latest Japanese attempt 
to interfere with foreign jurisdic- 
tlon, Is a somewhat remarkable 
place, insofar.as no mention appears 
to be made of it in any of ithe twen- 
tieth century treaties concluded by 
China with western Powers. 

It is mentioned only onco in all 
the treaties concluded by ‘China, and 
that is in the Treaty of Nanking, 
which,, in 1842, concluded the Sino- 
British War and, incidentally, gave 
Hongkong to the British, In this 
trenty there {s the clause that 
British troops shall remain in Ku- 
langsu until such time as arrange. 
ments are made for the opening of 
the ports of China to British mer- 
chants, 

It ts incorrect to belleve that 
Kulongsu is an International Settle- 
ment by treaty with any foreign 
Powers. The history of the Settle- 
ment_began._.durlng—the--Boxer-up- 
cising in 1900, The American consul 
at Amoy at that time was Mr. A, 
Burlingame Johnson, who is still be- 
Neved to be ‘living in Pasadena, 
California, On his own initlative 
Mr, Johnson withdrew {rom the 
Hongkong and Shanghat Bank In 
Amoy, against the account of the 
United States Government, sufficient 
funds to pay the salaries of local 
Chinese troops who were on the point 
of mutiny, Under great hazards and 
the cover of night, Mr, Johnson per- 
sonally went with the money to the 
Amoy headquarters, paid the troops, 
and persuaded them to remain true 
to thelr trust of preserving peace and 
order within the clty, 


A fow days previously the Japan- 
ese had landed thelr marine forces 
on. Amoy Island for. the presumed 
Purpose of securing: peace and order 
in the city. However, It was generally 
thought they were Planning to take 
advantage of any excuse to seize 
Amoy, Fortunately, the excuse did 


not orisc, for the Chinese troops 
restored order and, in due course, the 
Japanese withdrew. The money ad-

The Gencral revealod that in the first two weeks of tho month, the 
Japancso air forco has conducted no Iess than 50 raids on congested re- 


sidentlal districts of Chinese: clties. 


In Chungking alone, deaths and In- 


Juries were counted by the thousands, 


In addition to Foochow, Slan, Lo- 
yang, Siangyang, Fancheng and vari- 
ous points on the Hunan, Hupch, and 
Kiangsi fronts, whick were subject- 
ed to repeated air attacks, the Japan- 
ese air raids have been extended to 
Chuanchow, Changting, Kiungshan, 
Shtukwan, Changchow, Tungaon, Swa- 
tow, Ningpo, Kinhwa, Hengyang, 
unanling, Hanchung and other citics 
and towns throughout the country. 


Discounting Japanese claims that 
their air force confine its activitics 
to milltary establishments, Gencral 
Chiang said that the objective of the 
Japanese mass bombing is threefold: 
to demoralise the Chinese people and 
thelr spirit of resistance; to reduce 
Chinese productive capacity; and ‘to 
disturb Chinese social peace and or- 
der in the rear. 


Realizing that the basis of China's 
national salvation Les in her entire 
people, the alm of the Japanese mill- 
tarists is to sip ‘and weaken the 
Chinese race by inflicting large num- 
ber of casualties where there are the 
heaviest concentrations of civilian 
populace, the General sald. 


Describing the Japanese massacre

In future, 
not only will continuous Japanese air 
ratds hold no horror for the people, 
but they will be made as wasteful as

It pro- 
poses to recognise future: record~ 
smashing marks only when’ they ex- 
ceed existing records by a fixed 
minimum figure, or deviation, set up 
to allow for error, 
- The pendulum is the idea of Floyd 
Rowe, Physical Education Director 
of Cleveland schools and member of 
a special research committee spon- 
sored by ‘the: international body.
